2) ADAP/MAC Updates

I.  Medications added to the ADAP formulary:

Primaquine, rifapentine (priftin®), and rifaximin (xifaxan®) was added to the ADAP formulary.
Management Memorandum 2022-13 released on the expanded indication for recombinant zoster
vaccine (Shingrix) in people with HIV aged 18 and older.

ADAP and PrEP-AP formularies was updated to remove Menactra and added MenQuadfi
Meningococcal Conjugate Vaccine. Sanofi will be transitioning to MenQuadfi as their sole
Meningococcal Conjugate Vaccine. A management memo will be released with further information
on this update.

Ethinyl estradiol and norethindrone contraceptive medications was added to the ADAP formulary.
Management Memorandum 2022-16 released on Oct. 12, 2022.

Lisinopril, benazepril, chlorthalidone, furosemide (Lasix®), hydrochlorothiazide (HCTZ), lisinopril
plus HCTZ (Zestoretic®), losartan (Cozaar®) and losartan plus HCTZ (Hyzaar®) was added to the
ADAP formulary. A management memo will be released with further information on this update.
Vaxneuvance (PCV15), Prevnar 20 (PCV20) and new HBV vaccine (PreHevbrio) was added to the
ADAP formulary.

Apretude, diabetes and STI treatment medications is currently under the cost analysis process,
and it is being reviewed to make sure the cost would not impose a significant burden on program.
